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Selectmen ocuw —.. Suit 
Ex-Employee Says Town Didn’t Follow Rules

The Board of Selectmen agreed to 
settle what one town official called a 
discrimination lawsuit for $20,000 at 
Monday night’s board meeting. 

In a 1984 complaint that asked for 
$100,000, former library employee 
Tseng-wen Shen charged the town 
with dismissing her without granting 
an appeal. Town officials maintain 
that bylaws relating to personnel 
layoffs were followed exactly. 

“I strongly, strongly feel there 
was no discrimination here,” said 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. Al- 
though no specific charges of dis- 
crimination were leveled. in the 
complaint, Town Counsel Alfred 
Daniels said the implication was 
clear within the document. 

Shen, a 17-year employee, worked 
as a cataloguer when she was termi- 
nated by the town in August, 1983. 
Mahony said a reorganization was 
made when the town went to a new 
computer system that made Shen’s 
job obsolete. 

Town bylaws state that an ap- 
pointing authority can lay off a clas- 
sified employee whenever necessary 
“by reason of shortage of funds or 
work, abolishment of a position or 
other material change in duties or 
organization.” 

The bylaws also provide that the 
employee should be placed “‘in an- 
other position for which the employ- 
ee is qualified, if any is available.’’ 
Daniels said no such job was open. 

In Shen’s complaint, Braintree at- 
torney Michael Long said an And- 
over personnel policy revised in 1981 
spells out town employee’s right to 
appeal dismissal within 15 days. 

Daniels disagreed, saying that 
Shen had two hearings before Maho- 
ny, as outlined in the manual. The 
personnel document is for non-union 
classified employees, which includes 
all library and town hall workers.

Neither Shen nor Long were avail- 
able for comment. 

The lawsuit also alleges that prop- 
er procedures were not used when 
Shen was dismissed and claims that 
she was prevented from using her 
job title or discussing the technical 
aspects of the job with other librari- 
ans. 

Daniels denied both allegations. 

The selectmen agreed to settle af- 
ter emerging from a short, exec- 
utive session. No reason was given 
for the settling of the case, which 
Mahony called a “nuisance” law- 
suit.

involvement in three key educational pro- 
grams sponsored by the Peabody Mu- 
seum of Salem. 

The Science Everywhere program 
taught youngsters about marine life in 
seven school districts on the North Shore. 
Working with the museum’s education de- 
partment, the curator also played an inte- 
gral role in a marine education program 
with Salem High School students at the 
Cat Cove State Marine Laboratory. Moir 
also initiated the Salem harbor monitor- 
ing program in which volunteers test har- 
bor waters in Salem, Beverly and 
Marblehead. 

“T am accepting this award on behalf of 
the Peabody Museum of Salem for the 
programs we do together and the volun- 
teers who work on the harbor monitoring 
program,” said Moir, a curator at the 
miuseum since 1984 and a former science 
teacher at Pike School. 


There are 60 volunteers in the harbor 
program, co-sponsored by the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society as part of the 
North Shore coastal monitoring program. 
“‘We train local citizens to test harbor wa- 
ters,’ Moir explained. ‘‘We are trying to 
figure out the rhythm and heartbeat of 
the harbor and one way you do that is to 
measure the amount of dissolved oxygen 
in the water.” 

The harbor monitoring project is con- 
tinuous. “It goes on forever,” said Moir, 
adding that volunters are always wel- 
come. Those wishing to volunteer may 
call Moir at the museum. 

The group also surveys sea birds during 
the winter. ‘‘The birds are another biolog- 
ical indicator of the health of the harbor,” 
Moir said. ‘‘The largest diversity of birds 
is in the winter.” 

Moir will present a talk, ‘‘Salem Har-

He was a star halfback on the football 
team, played varsity hockey for three 
years and was a member of the varsity 
track team for two years. He won seven 
major Ys. He was a member of the re- 
nowned Glee Club for four years (soloist 
in his senior year), a member of the Whif- 
fenpoofs and the Skull and Bones Honor 
Society. 

‘Deep down inside me, I’d always 
wanted to be an opera singer,’’ he con- 
fesses. Therefore, it was not a surprise 
when he turned his attention to the musi- 
cal stage following his graduation from 
Yale in 1926. 

He sang the part of Colline in a touring 
company of La Boheme (60 performances 
in 60 days), gave five recitals at the Gard- 
ner Museum in Boston and one at New 
York’s Town Hall, singing in four lan- 
guages. 

Then came the unexpected: he took on 
two careers. Cutler appeared in Broad- 
way shows. Between these stage en- ° 
gagements he worked with his orchestra 
at major hotels in New York City. 

On Broadway he appeared with Joe 
Cook in Rain or Shine and achieved his 
greatest stage success playing the lead 
opposite Mary Martin in One Touch of Ve- 
nus. 

The Ben Cutler Orchestra played 
swank New York hotels, including the 
Persian Room of the Plaza and the Em- 
pire Room of the Waldorf-Astoria. His 
performances from the Rainbow Room at 
Rockefeller Plaza were broadcast by 
NBC three times a week. His music was 
in great demand for debutante balls. 

Following the run of One Touch of Ve- 
nus, Cutler was faced with a major deci- 
sion: to continue his theater career or 
concentrate on a promising future as an 
orchestra leader. 

Considering the vagaries of Broadway, 
he decided in favor of leading the orches- 
tra. As things turned out, he made the 
right choice. 

Ben Cutler’s Orchestra soon became 
one of the leading single-engagement “‘so- 
ciety” orchestras in the country. 

“So-called society music was, to be

truthful, monotonous,”’ he said. ‘“You had 
to keep up the same beat throughout the 
evening because that’s what they 
wanted.”’ 

When rock and disco music came along, 
the debutante party business dropped off. 
But Cutler was ready for the change. His 
orchestras were already including the 
new style in their repertoire. 

The popular orchestra leader is amused 
and sometimes saddened by the way 
some younger people regard his age. 

“They seem to think that a person in 
my age bracket is ready for the rocking 
chair and front porch,”’ said Cutler, now 
in his 80s. ‘Yet statistics show just the 
opposite. People are living longer and 
healthier lives these days and continue to 
be active in all professions well into their 
70s and 80s—people like Ronald Reagan, 
for example. 

“Some people are old at 35 because 
that’s the way they think” he continued. 
‘A person is young as long as he or she 
keeps active with many interests and 
keeps abreast of the times.” 

Cutler follows his own prescription for 
keeping young. In addition to the appear- 
ances with his orchestra, he plays tennis, 
sings with the Yale Glee Club Associates, 
attends Rotary Club meetings in New 
York City where he sings the ‘‘Star 
Spangled Banner’’ every week and prac- 
tices vocal scales daily.

Performing the Flight Of The Angel at the annual Fisher- 
man’s Feast in Boston’s North End has been a Marino family 
tradition for about 70 years. And, this year Diana Marino, 10, 
will carry on that tradition. 

She will be lowered on a pulley from the third floor of a build- 
ing to the street — North Street, in Boston. Diana’s father, 
James of Spruce Circle, taught her a prayer in Italian. She will 
recite the prayer in the traditional dialogue. It asks the Madon- 
na to help and protect everyone, especially those people who 
are direct descendents of Sciacca, Sicily — where the Fisher- 
man’s Festival began in the 13th century because of the town’s 
involvement in the fishing industry. 

Diana is succeeding her older sister Andrea, 12, who acted out 
the angel’s part for the past four years. 

This performance is the finale of the four day Italian festival 
organized by the Madonna Del Soccorso (Help) Society, which 
consists of about 75 men who are direct descendents from Sici- 
ly

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Tradition also plays a role in membership to the society. Mar- 
ino’s grandfather, Vincenzo, was one of its founding fathers. 
And, since then, every generation has followed in his footsteps. 
Marino’s father, Peter, was chairman for several years and 
Marino has been a member himself for 20 years. He is currently 
the secretary. 

The Fisherman’s Feast is the oldest in the North End and has 
been taking place for 77 years, said Marino. ‘‘When the Italians 
first came to America, they brought their tradition with them,” 
he added. 

It begins tonight at 7 p.m. with a procession from North Street 
to the Waterfront in the North End, where fishing boats will be 
blessed and prayers will be said for deceased fisherman. 

Musical entertainment will be provided Thursday through

Regional Lab Is Resource For Educators 


By Julie M. Barry 


Nestled in a Victorian house on 
South Main Street is the Regional 
Laboratory for Educational Im- 
provement. 

There’s no scientific experiments 
going on at this laboratory. Instead, 
the people inside bring research on 
educational issues—subjects like 
what makes a student drop out of 
school—to educators and policy- 
makers. The idea is that, with the 
research in hand, improvements will 
be made within school systems. 

The Regional Lab is one of nine 
across the country, and it serves 
New England, New York, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

The primary job of the Regional 
Laboratory is to provide a link be- 
tween research and the classroom. 

A network of research and devel- 
opment centers stretch across the 
country, and, according to Janet An- 
gelis, communications coordinator 
of the Andover facility, ‘‘the lab’s 
role is to link the research to the 
practitioner.”’ And, she said ‘‘the lab 
translates the research so it’s useful 
to educators.” 

The lab staffers disseminate in- 


“formation via publications such as 


The Regional Lab Reports, The Cut- 
ting Edge and a newsletter. In addi- 
tion the lab helps organize 
conferences on educational issues. 

Conference topics have included 
dropout rates, teacher shortages and 
ways to attract and retain quality 
public school teachers. 

Through its work, the lab helps 
educators, policy-makers and re- 
searchers learn from one another. 

But it doesn’t do it on its own. 
“Our style of working is to work in 
collaboration with associations in 
the region,’”’ Angelis said. 

Many educational associations 
are involved with the lab. ‘‘Our pri-

mary work is with people in state 
education departments, universities, 
independent service providers, pro- 
fessional associations and others 
who work directly with schools,’’ An- 
gelis said. 

The lab services a vast region—it 
spans from northern Maine to the 
Virgin Islands and includes over 2,- 
000 school districts. This amounts to 
a large number of teachers and stu- 
dents. ‘“That’s why our strategy is to 
work with and through different or- 
ganizations,”’ Angelis said. 

The Regional Lab is a non-profit 
organization funded primarily by 
the U.S. Department of Education. 
It is governed by a board of over- 
seers made up of 41 educators 
throughout the region. 

“Every educational constituency 
is represented on the board,’ An- 
gelis said, citing teachers, adminis- 
trators and state and local board 
members as examples. Ten seats 
are permanent and held by the re- 
gion’s nine commissioners of educa- 
tion and the chancellor of New York 
City public schools. 

The governing board selects its 
members from a list of nominations 
made by Regional Laboratory mem- 
bers. Each serves a_ three-year 
term. The board’s major responsibi- 
lities are policy-setting and program 
guidance. 

Maintaining a regional perspec- 
tive is an underlying philosophy of 
the lab. ‘“‘Laboratories are generally 
the’ only organization in their region 
whose reason for being is school im- 
provement throughout the region,”’ 
explained David Crandall, executive 
director of the Regional Laboratory. 
“A laboratory offers a regional per- 
spective and serves as a bridge to

Andover’s school system takes 
advantage of having an educational 
research organization right down 
ue street, but no more than anyone 
else. 

That’s according to Lois Haslam,

Making educators in the region 
aware of successful school programs 
is one service offered by the lab. 
And, according te Janet Angelis, 
communications coordinator of the 
Regional Laboratory based in And- 
over, the lab also helps the schools 
pursue programs that fit their

needs. 

AIRS, Andover’s Integrated 
Reading System, is one of many pro- 
grams that have been featured in a 
Regional Lab publication, Angelis 
said. 

The language arts program, 
which emphasizes literature, is used 
in all of Andover’s elementary 
schools, and it was evaluated in the 
mid-’70s by the Joint Dissemination 
Review Panel, an educational gov- 
ernment agency. ‘‘AIRS was consid- 
ered exemplary,’’ said Terry 
Murphy, program adviser for lan- 
guage arts in Andover. 

In view of this evaluation, the 
AIRS program can now be used in 
other communities with similar 
needs. ‘‘The idea is that people don’t 
re-invent the wheel,’’ Murphy said.

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OPINION 
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Attention To Basics 


A recent survey taken among parents of middle 
school and high school aged youngsters, 
indicated a desire for the school department to 
pay more attention to the teaching of basic skills, 
such as reading, writing and science. 

While the advisory is worthwhile and in need of 
‘attention by the school administration and 
committee, it is to be hoped that this is not a 
prelude to the reincarnation of the controversial 
issue faced by the school department a few years 
ago. 


Not too long ago, within the past decade, a 
desire to be more attentive to the three R’s 
resulted in the formation of a traditional school 
located in one of the town’s elementary schools. 
The idea has since been abandoned and all 
Andover children receive the same educational 
opportunity. 


But, the recent survey, conducted by the 
Secondary Parents Group, offers some 
worthwhile things for the school department to 
ponder. 


It is notable that the survey returns reached 
the 20 percent mark which is good in view of the 
fact that filling out the questionnaire was a time- 
consuming task. 

Among the concerns expressed in the responses 
was that of the average student. 

Many parents indicated that the poor student 
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and the gifted or athletically inclined student 
receives ample attention while average students 
are left to work things out on their own. 

There would seem to be some agreement on the 
particular point and a good item for the schools to 
look into when working out their annual program. 

The average student does need to be challenged 
and since they are probably in the majority 
category of the school population, more attention 
should be given to creating programs which will 
produce a better student aiming toward higher 
accomplishment. 

There were other suggestions, some possibly 
utopian in desires, such as creation of a teen 
center and also an intramural program for those 
not interested in interscholastic sports 
competition. 

As for the latter, there would seem to be 
sufficient programs already in place, such as 
youth soccer and other youth programs provided 
by the Department of Community Services, to 
answer that need. 

Overall, the survey would appear to offer some 
good guidelines for the school administration to 
work with in their future planning. 


Undertaken by this volunteer parent 
organization and receiving good participation 
from concerned parents should be indication 
enough for the school department and _ its 
administration to take notice of some rather 
specific concerns and respond to them.

Bon Secours To Change Name Absentee Ballots Available 


Bon Secours Hospital won’t be Bon 
Secours Hospital for long. The Methuen 
facility is changing its name to Holy 
Family Hospital this fall. 

“The name Holy Family Hospital was 
selected through an intensive process by 
a special committee appointed by the 
board (of trustees of the hospital),’’ said 
Judge John E. Fenton, Jr., chairman of 
the board, who added the name change 
will become effective Oct. 1. 

Fenton said the board of trustees 
decided last month to remain under the 
auspices of Caritas Christi, the health 
care system of the archdiocese of Boston. 

As a result of the affiliation decision, 
the order of nuns that gave the hospital 
its name is leaving. The Sisters of Bon 
Secours, who have been part of the 
hospital for over 40 years, will also 
withdraw the trademarked name ‘Bon 
Secours’’ and logo. 

The Sisters of Bon Secours were 
against the hospital’s decision to join 
Caritas Christi three years ago. They 
wanted it to join the order’s Baltimore- 
based Bon Secours Health System. 

The nuns threatened to leave at that 
time, but agreed to stay for three years, 
when the trustees said they would review 
their Caritas Christi affiliation. That 
review was recently finished and the 
decision to stay with the health system 
was made July 26. 

Of the six Bon Secour nuns who are

leaving, two are retired; two work in 
pastoral care at the hospital; and two 
have administrative jobs. 

Dr. Robert E. Flynn, president of 
Caritas Christi, said the sisters have 
made big contributions to the health and 
spiritual well-being of Bon Secours 
patients and their families. He promised 
them ‘‘to continue in the established 
tradition of caring, community services 
and professional excellence.’’ The 
hospital is not planning changes other 
than its name. 

Fenton said the hospital’s continued 
association with Caritas Christi will help 
the hospital “move forward in meeting 
the health care needs of the community.” 

Fenton says a lot was taken into 
consideration when choosing a new name. 
“Our new name emphasizes our 
Catholicity and major strengths. The 
name Holy Family universally honors the 
strong family tradition of the internal 
hospital family and the community. It 
reflects the past, present and future 
direction’ and dimension of this 
community health care facility.” 

Other members of the health care 
system include Cardinal Cushing General 
Hospital, Brockton; St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital, Boston; St. Margaret’s Hospital 
(Women and Infants’ Hospital), 
Dorchester; St. John of God Hospital 
(Rehabilitation/Chronic Disease), 
Boston; and the Good Samaritan Hospice.

Registered voters who know they won’t be able to vote at the 
polls Thursday, Sept. 15, can vote by absentee ballot. 

Under Massachusetts law, you can vote by absentee ballot 
only if you won’t be in town on election day, are physically disa- 
ble or are unable to vote on primary day for religious reasons. 
Absentee voters can vote ‘‘over the counter’’ in Andover, or they 
can vote by mail if they apply first in writing. 

Most absentee voters must have their absentee ballots wit- 
nessed by any person at least 18 years old. Voters who are out- 
side the United States or on the town list of permanently disabled 
voters do not need to vote in the presence of a witness. 

Absentee voting has already begun in cities and towns 
throughout the state, and ballots are available in the town clerk’s 
office, Bartlet Street.

lightning, he said. 

No accidents or injuries stemming from the storm or the 
blackout were reported by the police or fire departments. 

McNamara said he was “very worried” about the possibility 
of electric service breakdown in the Merrimack Valley before a 
cooling trend brought welcome relief to New England after 
weeks of oppressive heat. 

With two major plants in the Greater Boston area suffering 
equipment failures, he indicated that a blackout in Andover and 
the rest of the valley could happen at any time during peak use 
hours. between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. if the extended heat wave con- 
tinues to plague the area.
